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Fraser heads 
University of Calgary

Prof. Murray Fraser, who played a 
major role in developing UVic in the 
second half of its twenty-five years, will 
be leaving to become president of the 
University of Calgary on July 1st. “The 
University of Calgary is indeed fortu¬ 
nate to get him, ,, says Dr. Howard Petch. 
“His vision and ability to motivate peo¬ 
ple have been significant factors in help¬ 
ing the University of Victoria to achieve 
its present standards of excellence and 
innovation. He is one of a kind. We will 
miss him greatly.” 

Fraser came to UVic as Founding 
Dean of the School of Law in 1974. When 
he stepped into the role of Vice President 
Academic in 1983, he accepted responsi¬ 
bility for the academic and fiscal opera¬ 
tion of seven faculties and the operation 
of the McPherson Library, the Adminis¬ 
trative Registrar’s Office, the Co¬ 
operative Education Program and the 
Learning and Teaching Centre. 

Looking back on his most recent role, 
Fraser takes most satisfaction in the 
survival of the university during a diffi¬ 
cult period of financial restraint. His 
five years as Vice President Academic 
have spanned three major budget cuts. 
He emphasizes that it is teamwork 
which has made survival possible. “We 
have come through because of good com¬ 
munication and the strong commitment 
of staff and faculty. No one person can 


take credit for particular achievements. 
They have been co-operative efforts. We 
continue to feel the impact of restraint, 
but I am optimistic about the future. The 
provincial government is aware of the 
importance of post-secondary 
education.” 

Fraser also is pleased with the separa¬ 
tion of the Office of Research Adminis¬ 
tration from the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies. He believes the move will serve 
to emphasize research and to increase 
grants and contracts. The change 
should also permit the Faculty of Gradu¬ 
ate Studies to increase the quality of 
graduate students and post-graduate 
work. 

Sensing an institutional pride which 
was not present twelve years ago, he 
notes, “There is a good mix of outstand¬ 
ing junior and senior people who are 
committed to research and teaching.” 

He believes that the work of the Learn¬ 
ing and Teaching Centre has led to an 
increased recognition of the importance 
of teaching. “But we have a way to go. 
I’m not satisfied that the processes we 
use in evaluating faculty members rec¬ 
ognizes as fully as they should the 
importance of good teaching.” 

A search committee chaired by Dr. 
Petch will recommend a successor to 
Fraser within the next two months. 


Forum on AIDS prevention 
to be held Feb. 9, 10, 11 


AIDS and Safer Sex: A Guide to Lov¬ 
ing Carefully, is the topic of a three-day 
forum planned by University Health 
Services to educate the campus popula¬ 
tion on ways to prevent being exposed to 
AIDS. 

UVic is one of many universities tak¬ 
ing steps to inform its population of the 
dangers and safeguards against the 
Human Immno-deficiency Virus, which 
attacks the body’s immune system and 
affects the body’s ability to fight dis¬ 
eases. There is no known cure for this 
deadly epidemic, which is spreading 
rapidly throughout many countries of 
the world. 

The forum will be held Feb. 9, 10 and 
11 in the foyer of University Centre. 

On Feb. 10 at 12:30 p.m. in the Univer¬ 
sity Auditorium, Dr. Rick Mathias, Pres¬ 
ident of B.C. Public Health, will speak 
on AIDS: Current Information on 
Transmission. 

Dr. Jack Pedersen, of University 
Health Services, says he would like eve¬ 
rybody on campus to attend the forum. 

“I want people to realize that AIDS 
isn’t restricted to homosexuals and drug 
users. Everybody is at risk,” says 
Petersen. 

“This is a preventive and education 
program,” he adds. Petersen says that 
no cases of AIDS have shown up at Uni¬ 
versity Health Serices and the forum 
has been planned to try to maintain this 


situation by educating people. 

Posters, pamphlets and videos will be 
on display at the forum, and there will be 
both open and screened-off video areas. 

Donna Denman, head nurse at Uni¬ 
versity Health Services, attended a sim¬ 
ilar forum held at Simon Fraser 
University this fall. It was “extremely 
well received,” she says. 

Because SFU is assisting UVic by 
lending several videos, the university 
expects to be able to keep costs of pres¬ 
enting the forum in the $3,000 range, 
compared to the $10,000 which it was 
necessary to spend at SFU, Denman 
adds. 

Among the videos to be shown are 
“Making it Safer” which Denman calls 
“factual and amusing,” and one pre¬ 
pared by the B.C. government titled 
“AIDS: the new Epidemic.” 

Information on other sexually- 
transmitted diseases and on birth con¬ 
trol will also be available. 

In preparation for the forum, Univei 
sity Health Services is training approxi¬ 
mately 12 student peer counsellors and 
resident advisors who will assist at the 
booths. -

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Student Frances Dick: 

“I choose to be here: I want to make a better life for myself

Being at UVic is a miracle for Frances 
Dick, who was born in Kingcome Inlet 
and raised in Alert Bay. Her childhood 
was difficult, and her adolescence was 
marked with abuse of drugs and alcohol. 
In some ways, she feels that she did not 
have a childhood. How did Frances end 
up at the University? 

“I had a wonderful brother, Jess, that 
I was very close to. He was younger than 
me, but very wise in spiritual matters. 
Jess and I could see that we were going 
nowhere, and so we had decided to go to 
University in September, 1986. We felt 
we wanted to become stronger, to learn 
to survive in both the Native world and 
the white world. When Jess died, I felt 
I had to carry on, that his spirit was 
helping me to learn to be successful in 
this system.” 


Frances did come to University, but 
found the adaptation to a competitive, 
marks-oriented culture to be overwhelm¬ 
ing. “It took me two months to realize 
where I was. I asked myself why I had 
come here, why I hadn't chosen an eas¬ 
ier route through life. I had been out of 
school for seven years and even as a kid I 
had below average marks.” 

Then she started enjoying her classes. 
“Most profs were interested in who I 
was, why I had come. Claire McKenzie, 
in English 099, really helped me out a 
lot. I also really like Dr. Acker's course, 
liked the way he instructed. I really like 
learning.” 

Now in her second year, Frances is 
very concerned about marks. She wants 
to be accepted for a BSW degree, but she 
needs top marks for that. Sometimes she 


finds it discouraging. “It's hard to keep 
priorities in line. A's and B's were never 
a part of my culture. I try not to measure 
my value as a person by my marks. I try 
not to get sucked into that.” 

Why does she want the degree? “Lots 
of reasons. I want to survive in the sys¬ 
tem. I want to provide a model to people 
who are in trouble now. I don't think 
that Native self government is feasible 
until we as individuals learn to govern 
ourselves. Coming to University is help¬ 
ing me to understand how the society 
works. The more we understand that, 
the more we can become truly self suffi¬ 
cient as people.” 

Frances is a student, but she is also an 
artist. Her prints are sold through Open 
Pacific Graphics in Victoria. What does 
her art mean to her? “It's a way to claim 


Bequest enables UVic to offer Icelandic Studies

Dr. Richard Beck, a poet who taught Ice¬ 
landic literature at the University of 
North Dakota before retiring to Victoria, 
has left UVic the bulk of his estate and 
the Icelandic book collection he built 
with his wife Margaret. According to Dr. 
John Tucker of the English Department, 
the approximately $300,000 bequest will 
be used to encourage the study of medie¬ 
val and modern Icelandic literature at 
the university. Lecturers will be 
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employed periodically and the univer¬ 
sity will be able to sponsor occasional 
conferences. 

“Dr. Beck saw UVic as a place where 
Icelandic studies could be promoted and 
he felt welcome at the library,” said Dr. 
Tucker, who was instrumental in sort¬ 
ing the 2,500 volume book collection. 

The first Dr. Richard and Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet Beck Lectures will be delivered by 
Dr. Carol Clover of the University of

my inheritance, to let people know what 
belongs to me. My grandmother is des¬ 
cended from the first people in King- 
come Inlet — we are the wolf clan. The 
legends about the first wolf, Aawadele- 
kala , are many and I want to illustrate 
them because they belong to my family. 
Understanding the potlatch system and 
the legends means that you behave in a 
manner that is expected of you; you and 
your family have a role to play in the life 
of the community.” 

Listening to Frances discuss her 
prints is a learning experience. She des¬ 
cribes the picture she drew as a tribute to 
her brother Jess. “The picture takes 
place inside an eye because we see the 
universe through our eyes and therefore 
the whole universe is in our eye. Inside 
the eye I put half a human face (the right 
side of the picture). It's Jess's face —you 
can even see the dimple in the cheek. I 
also put an eagle in the left side of the 
eye. It reminds me of Jess’s strength. 
But Jess has died, so I’ve drawn an eagle 
outside the reality of the eye — Jess now 
has his final freedom.” 

Art expresses Frances's past and she 
uses her culture to give her courage to 
pursue her education. “I'd feel failure if I 
didn't succeed here. I want to make a 
better life for myself. I'm making con¬ 
nections here that are important to me. I 
used to think that being Indian was uni¬ 
que and special. Now I see that other 
people have awareness, too, and I like 
learning from people’s experiences. I 
want to be a part of a progression for 
Native people and to be a positive addi¬ 
tion to those people who sincerely 
believe as I do in striving for this.”

Adaskins 


“My discovery of the Adaskins paral¬ 
leled my discovery of Canada,” says 
Yugoslavian-born Gordana Lazarevich. 
Dr. Lazarevich, who immigrated to 
Toronto in 1953, began hearing of the 
Adaskins soon after her arrival. She 
came to know the couple after she and 
they had moved to Victoria in the early 
1970’s. When Frances James Adaskin 
approached her about writing a bio¬ 
graphy, the musicologist and director of 
the University of Victoria School of 
Music was thrilled. “I specialize in the 
eighteenth century, yet here was an 
opportunity to write about living people 
I respect in an under-studied period of 
Canadian history.” 

Dr. Lazarevich spent two years pre¬ 
paring The Musical World of Frances 
James and Murray Adaskin. The first 
year’s research took her to the archives 
of Ontario, Saskatchewan, and the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railroad. When she had 
completed her writing, the manuscript 
went to the University of Toronto Press. 
The press’s preparations filled an addi¬ 
tional three years—the first in having 
three experts review the book and judge 
it to be worthy of publishing; the second 
in raising the $5,000 necessary to print 
it; and the third in editing and printing 
it. The finished work will appear in 
March. 

Dr. Lazarevich remains as enthusias¬ 
tic as ever about the couple.she describes 
as “charismatic.” As one of the hosts of 
the Adaskin Festival, she is making sure 
visiting dignitaries feel welcome and 
comfortable. She is also arranging 
social functions for them. 

Dr. Lazarevich will share some of the 
research from her book on Friday, 
March 25, from 10:55-11:35 a.m. when 
she presents her paper, “The Role of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad in Promot¬ 
ing Canadian Culture,” at the Adaskin 
Conference.

Sculptor invited 
to exhibit at Venice Biennale 


Sculptor Roland Brener, of the UVic Vis¬ 
ual Arts Department, has been invited to 
exhibit his recent work in the Canadian 
pavilion during the Venice Biennale, 
from June to September this year. 

Brener is one of two sculptors chosen 
to represent Canada at this prestigious 
international contemporary art event. 
The other invited artist is Michel Goulet 
of Montreal, Quebec. 

Brener has also been awarded a senior 
artist’s grant of $27,500 from the Can¬ 
ada Council for 1988 and has exhibited 
by invitation in the Sao Paolo Biennale 
in Brazil and the Cologne Art Fair in 
Germany. 

The commissioner responsible for 
Canadian participation in the upcoming 
Venice Biennale is France Gascon, a 
curator at the Musee d’art contemporain 
de Montreal. He unveiled the main ele¬ 
ments of Canada’s representation at the 


upcoming Venice Biennale at the Cana¬ 
dian Cultural Centre in Rome. The 
works of Brener and Goulet have won 
unflagging interest in the past 10 years 
from critics and from a wider public. 

“Both artists present a moving dia¬ 
logue in their work between a mechan¬ 
ized, industrial world and another world 
that is closer to the artist’s situation,” 
says a statement from the Musee d’art 
contemporain. “Through the various 
ways they fix up and handle their raw 
materials, they express the inventive¬ 
ness and critical sense that constitute 
the basic message of the twentieth- 
century artist.” 

Canada’s participation in the Venice 
Biennale is organized by the Canadian 
Department of External Affairs, the 
National Gallery of Canada, the Can¬ 
ada Council and many other public and 
private organizations.
